Nationalist Leader 


Becomes Methodist— 


News of Conversion Causes Astonish- 
ment Throughout the Republic. 


By the Associated Press. 
SHANGHAI, “Oct. 238. aan Gen. 


Chiang Kai-shek, youthful Na- 
tionalist President of China, was 
baptized into the Methodist branch 
of Christianity. 


Chiang and his wife arrived early 
this morning from Nanking. He 


his mother-in-law, Mrs. Soong, in 
the international settlement, and 
there the simple ceremony was per- 
formed by the Rev. Z. T. Kuang, 
Chinese pastor of the Young Allen 
Memorial Church. The pastor asked 
the President whether he sincerely 
desired to become a Christian. 
Chiang replied that he did, where- 
upon the pastor sprinkled water 
on his head and admitted him to 
the faith. 

Only a few intimates of the 
President attended the ceremony. 
They included his brothers-in-law, 
T. V. Soong, Minister of Finance. 
and T. L. Soong, chairman of the

Foreign Minister, C. T, 
Christians. 

The baptism had been kept a 
secret and the accomplished fact 
has startled all Shanghai and Nan- 
king. Outside the family circle 
none had the slightest idea of the 
President's intention. 


The Nationalist leader was 
married in 1927 by Christian rites 
to Miss Meiling Soong, a Christian 
and a graduate of Wellesley Col- 
lege in the United States. 

He had divorced his legal wife 
in 1921 and freed two concubines, 
believing polygamy against the 
spirit of the new China. 

Chiang Kai-shek, who is 44 years 
old, first gained fame in 1925 and 
1926 when he swept over China 
with a Cantonese army in a revo- 
lution that established a new re- 
public with himself as the head. 
He operated with the aid of Rus- 
sian Communists at first, but later 
shook them off.

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U. S., BRITAIN AGREE 
IN FUTURE TO BAR 
‘MECHANICAL YACHT?’ 


Many of Expensive Devices on 
Enterprise Forbidden in 
1931 Races. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Oct. 23.—British and 


American yacht racing authorities 
have agreed to do away with the 
“mechanical” yacht, which came 


into fame in the recent races for 
the America’s cup, in future in- 
ternational contests. 

After a series of conferences in 
which Norman Clark Neill and B. 
Heckstall-Smith, British represen- 
}tatives, met first with New York 
Yacht Club representatives. then 
with the council of thé British 
Yacht Racing Association, the 
council yesterday voted to adopt 
with modifications the New York 
Yacht Club’s rule rating racing 
yachts of above 14% meters in 
length. 

The modification provides that 
class J yachts, which includes all 
America’s cup contenders, must 
carry a mast weighing at least 5500 
pounds bare, that standing rigging 
shall not be set up nor worked be- 
low the upper deck, and that the 
yachts shall be fitted with “reason- 
able” living accommodations. 

This change eliminates many of 
the ingenious but expensive devices 
used by the cup defender Enter- 
prise in its recent triumph over Sir 
Thomas Lipton’s Shamrock V. The 
light and_ efficient duralumin 
mast and the various below-decks 
devices for handling the sheets, 
halyards and backstays are barred 
but the winch for hoisting the 
heavy mainsail and the unique 
boom with which Enterprise was 
equipped, called “the greatest con- 
tribution to yachting engineering 
in many years’’ by Charles Nich- 
olson, Shamrock’'s designer, will be 
allowed. 

The new rule goes into effect 
Jan. 1 and all yachts must com- 
ply with it in the 1931 racing sea- 
son.

STEBBINS LINKS 
SEYMOUR WITH 
GROCER NORRIS 


Nebraska Treasurer Testi- 
fies to Activity in Behalf 
of Opponent of Veteran 
Senator. 
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POWER FIRM HEAD 
PAID FOR STRAW POLL 


W. W. Head, Also a Bank- 
er, Expected to Tell Nye 
Committee of His Part !n 
Primary.

LINCOLN, Neb., Oct. 23.—Victor 


Seymour, until recently associated 
with Republican National Senatori- 
al Campaign Committee headquar- 
ters in Denver, was linked with the 
filing of the second George W. Nor- 


ris, Broken Bow grocer, for the Re- 
publican senatorial nomination in 
Nebraska last summer by the testi- 
mony today of State Treasurer W. 
M. Stebbins before Chairman Ger- 
ald P. Nye of the United States Sen- 
ate investigating committee. Sey- 
mour has testified he had nothing 
to do with the campaign of Grocer 
Norris. 

Stebbins, a candidate for the Re- 
publican senatorial nomination 
which was won by Senator George 
W. Norris, testified that, after he 
approached Seymour, the latter in- 
vestigated the availability of the 
second Norris. Seymour, Stebbins 
said, later called him and said Nor- 
ris wanted a $500 bond and $50 in 
cash. Stebbins said he got the 
bond and turned it over to Sey- 
mour. 

The State Treasurer said he had 
heard rumors that an effort was 
under way to find another man 
named ‘Stebbins’ to file against 
him. 

Questioned regarding his motive 
in giving the bond to Grocer Nor- 
ris, Stebbins testified he believed 
Senator Norris was not a good Re- 
publican and that he thought this 
filing would cause Nebraska’s 
senior Senator to withdraw from 
the race and run for re-election as 
an independent. 

Circumstances Detailed. 

Stebbins testified .that, at his 
suggestion, Seymour engineered 
the candidacy of the second Norris 
He told Senator Nye, only member 
of ‘the Senate Committee at the 
hearing, that, on July 1, he ob- 
tained the $500 Government bond 
at the National Bank of Commerce 
at Lincoln and took it to Seymour's 
office. He purchased the bond, 
Stebbins said, with a $569 check 
drawn on his bank, the First State 
Bank of Gothenburg, Neb., and 
took the rest of the sum in cash. 
The $50, Stebbins said, was given 
to Seymour in cash. He did not 
know what the $50 was for but 
recalled that the filing fee of a 
candidate for the senatorial nomi- 
nation was $50. 

Later, he said, Seymour told 
him Grocer Norris needed more 
money for his campaign fund. “I 
believe he asked for $600," Steb- 
bins said, “but I gave only $300 to 
Mr. Seymour.” This was paid, 
he said, after Norris had filed his 
candidacy and issued a statement 
as a candidate. “As far as I know,”’ 
Stebbins said, ‘Victor Seymour 
never got one dollar of the money.” 

Seymour’s Party Connections. 

“Did Mr. Seymour tell you of his 
connection with the Republican 
National Committee at Washing- 
ton?” Senator Nye asked. “He nev- 
er said a word about any connec- 
tion with the Republican National 
Committee, and if he had any con- 
nection with this organization I did 
not know anything about it,” he 
replied. 

“Telephone records,” Senator Nye 
announced, “show that Victor Sey- 
mour did have a connection at 
Washington.” 

Asked why he approached Sey- 
mour, Stebbins said he had heard 
Seymour understood the political 
situation in the State and had han- 
dled campaigns. 

Senator Nye remarked, ‘Victor 
Seymbur is the king-pin in Nebras- 
ka Republican politics.” Stebbins 
said he knew Seymour was consid- 
ered a good campaigner but that 
Seymour never reported to him the 
names of men with whom he con- 
ferred regarding the availability of 
the grocer to run for the senatorial 
nomination. 

Stebbins testified he knew of no 
other political activities by Sey- 
mour in connection with the pri- 
mary campaign and that he had 
no knowledge of a straw vote 
taken in Nebraska last spring to 


for the United States Senate. 

Financed by Power Man. 
Walter Head, Chicago and 
Omaha banker, who announced 
that he had financed the taking of 
a poll by Seymour, was here to 
testify. .Head is chairman of the

KS SUNDAY SALE 
UF PREPARED FOOD 
INDELICATESSENS 


Circuit Judge Fitzsimmons 
Holds Restrictive Ordi- 


nance Applies to Articles 
Not Ready to Be Eaten. 


GRANTS INJUNCTION 
TO 350 OWNERS 
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Quotes Dictionary Defini- 
tion but Points Out Dis- 
tinction Between Busi- 
nesses Is Loosely Drawn. 


Police interference with the law- 
ful Sunday operation of delicates- 
sens was forbidden by Circuit Judge 
Fitzsimmons in a temporary in- 
junction issued today in the suit 
of 350 delicatessen proprietors. 

Judge Fitzsimmons ruled that a 
delicatessen may legally sell on 


Sunday any food, whether canned, 
in jar or in bulk, which does not 
require further preparation to be 
eaten by a normal person. 

“By this test,’””’ the Court ruled, 


‘a delicatessen may not sell or ex- 


pose for sale on Sunday sugar, tea 
or coffee in any quantity, large 
or small. It may not sell those 
canned or jarred goods which nor- 
mally require some further prepa- 
ration to be made fit for table. In 
this class belong canned vegetables 
and a delicatessen may not sell or 
expose for sale on Sunday fresh 
vegetables, uncooked meats or raw 
eggs. 
Ruling on Other Foods. 

“A delicatessen may sell or ex- 
pose for sale on Sunday cooked 
meat, cooked fish, whether in cans, 
jars or otherwise; sausages, potato 
salad and other prepared -ealads, 
also cooked fruits, whether in cans 
or jars or otherwise; also preserves, 
pickles and _ relishes, whether 
canned or jarred or not; also milk 
and cream and cheeses, bread, but- 
ter, cakes, pies and pastry, and in 
general all food whether of animal 
or vegetable origin, which has been 
so prepared that it is capable of 
being eaten without further prep- 
aration.” 

The city ordinance ordering ces- 
sation of business on Sunday ap- 
plies only to groceries and meat 
shops. The police and grocer or- 
ganizations which joined in  de- 
fense of the suit contended that 
delicatessens fell into the class of 
groceries and meat shops within 
the meaning of the law, by virtue 
of the class of goods offered for 
sale. 

In ruling on this contention 
Judge Fitzsimmons quoted a dic- 
tionary definition’ of delicatessen 
as “prepared foods, such as cooked 
meats, preserves, relishes,’ etc.” 
and explained that usage had now 
given the same name to the es- 
tablishment where such commod- 
ities are sold. 

About the Et Cetera 

“But the ‘et cetera’ of the dic- 
tionary definition leaves unan- 
swered the Sunday sales by delica- 
tessens of many articles of food,” 
the Court continued. 

“The Court is of the opinion that 
the true test of what may or may 
not be sold is not whether the food 
is in cans, or whether it is of im- 
mediate necessity, or whether it 
belongs to any of the classes men- 
tioned in the ordinance definition 
of a grocery store or meat shop. 

“Rather the test is whether the 
article of food offered for sale has 
been so prepared that it does not 
require further treatment to eat or 
to be fit to eat by a@ normal per- 
son,”’ 

Commenting cased on the con- 
tention of the police and grocers 
that delicatessens fall within the 
meaning of the Sunday ordinance 
the Court said: 

“In these days of overlapping of 
lines of trade it is indeed hard te 
draw a sharp line of distinction be- 
tween classes of business. Dry 
goods stores, hardware stores, drug 
stores and others are to be identi- 
fied by their primary merchandise 
and not by any hard and fast lines 
beyond which these stores cannot, 
go without becoming another kind 
of a store. 

Grouping of the Shops. 

“Grocery stores and meat shops 
nowadays are usually in one place 
of business. The ordinance recog- 
nizes that fact by grouping them 
together. They commonly. sell 
cooked meats, which are the pri- 
mary merchandise of the delicates- 
sen, but by that fact they do not 
become delicatessens.”’ 

Hearing on the sult of the dell- 
catessen owners was held by Judge 
Fitzsimmons last month. The or- 
dinance on which the suit centered 
was enacted in 1928 over the veto 
of Mayor Miller. It replaced an 
ordinance enacted in 1919 which 
specifically allowed delicatessens to 
carry on business between 3 and 6 
p. m. on Sundays while providing 
that grocery stores and meat shops 
must stay closed all day on the

CITY LIGHT BULB 
CONTRACT GIVEN 
T0 SIMMONS GO. 


Low Offer of $22,151, Ac- 
Bid as Heretofore—Gen- 
eral Electric Loses Job. 


The General Electric and West- 
inghouse interests have lost the 
St. Louis city incandescent lamp 
contract, after holding it for sev- 
eral years at a higher figure than 
the bids of rival concerns, and aft- 


er the specifications were amend- 
ed recently in behalf of the Gen- 
eral Electric product. 

Supply Commissioner Meston to- 
day announced award of the an- 
nual contract to the Simmons 
Hardware Co., which will supply 
the city’s annual lamp _ require- 
ments for lighting public  build- 
ings and institutions, more than 
117,000 globes, for $22,151.34. The 
lamps which it will furnish are of 
the Champion brand. 

Other bids, at the recent letting, 
were those of Geller, Ward & 
Hasner, for General Electric mazda 
lamps, $26,706.24, and the Hygrade 
Lamp Co., to supply its own make 
of lamps, $25,088. The award 
was deferred until the Supply 
Commissioner had satisfied him- 
self that the Champion lamps met 
the standard requirements. 

For several years the city Board 
of Standardization has let the lamp 
contract annually to Geller, Ward 
& Hasner, for Mazda lamps, on 
bids higher than those of the Hy- 
grade Co. At the letting last month 
the Hygrade Co. was again the low 
bidder, and threatened to file suit 
if the award were made to a high- 
er bidder. The Board of Standard- 
ization then announced that it was 
not going to be intimidated, and it 
rejected all bids and ordered a new 
letting. At the same time the board 
changed the specifications to read, 
“General- Electric Mazda lamps or 
equal.” 

This action was taken by the 
majority of the board, Meston and 
William E. Rolfe, associate to the 
pcesident of the Board of Public 
Service. Arthur C. Meyers of the 
Comptroller’s office, third member, 
had voted to award the contract 
to the Hygrade Co. Simmons 
Hardware Co. and the Champion 
lamps were a new factor in the 
contest, not having made a low 
bid previously. 

Mayor Miller, who admits that a 
few years ago he told the Board 
of Standardization to give the lamp 
contract to his friend, H. W. Gel- 
ler, president of GeHer, Ward & 
Hasner, has announced that he 
took no part in this year’s award.

tain of Detectives Bert Clark an- 


nounced this morning that Mrs. 
Pearl O'Loughlin, after prolonged 
questioning, had admitted she 
alone was to blame for the death 
of her 10-year-old step-daughter, 
Leona, whose body was found in 
the Berkeley Park lake Oct, 14. 

Frank O'Loughlin, brother of De- 
tective Leo O’Loughlin, the child’s 
father, was taken into custody for 
questioning today. Ray Hum- 
pheries, investigator for the Dis- 
trict Attorney, said O’Loughlin had 
been shadowed by officers for four 
days. 

District Attorney Wettengel an- 
nounced, after questioning Frank 
O’Loughlin, that enough discrep- 
ancies had developed in the uncle's 
story to warrant his detention for 
further examination. 

Clark said Mrs, O’Loughlin made 
her admission of responsibility for 
the child's death when the name of 
her brother-in-law was mentioned. 

“*Get Frank and give us a san- 
ity test. We must be  crazy,'” 


Clark quoted Mrs, O'Loughlin as 


saying. ‘I'll take it alone. 
take any one else with me. 
are you satisfied? 

“*“When are you going to hang 
me? I'll tell the priest. They 
don’t tell. I'll take the blame. Why 
bring any one else in?’” 

“Then I asked her, ‘You put the 
girl to bed, did you?’ Yes,’” 

“Then I asked her, Who took her 
out?’ “‘You can’t tell a thing if 
you don't see it,’” she replied, 

“*Oh, let me back to my cell. 
I’m nearly dead, and so are you.’” 


Capt. Clark announced that 
he had obtained the admis- 
sion from Mrs. O'Loughlin aft- 
er a grilling of six and a 
half hours. The woman's nerve 
broke and she was carried to her 
cell in the matron’s quartcrs of the 
city jail on the verge of a break- 
down. 

After Mrs. O'Loughlin was taken 
from the room of Capt. Clark she 
was given a cup of hot beverage 
by Mrs. Suzanna Armstrong, ma- 
tron of the jail, and seemed to re- 
cover from her collapse. She re- 
marked to Mrs, Armstrong that she 
knew nothing of the murder of her 
stepchild. Within 10 minutes she 
was asleep. 

Detective Leo O'Loughlin, re- 
covering from the effects of 
eating food in which = grouad 
glass had been plaved, faced 
his wife yesterday for the first 
time since the body was found. 
O'Loughlin questioned the wom- 
an, Her reply to him was an 
affirmation of innocence. 

An examination of the child's 
body, found two days after she 
had = disappeared from home, 
showed a quantity of glass in the 
stomach. So .did the bodies of 
two family pets which died after 
being fed scraps from a meal 
served at a family dinner party. 
Coupling these facts with the 
cause of O’Loughiin's illness, po- 
lice advanced the theory of a plot

Miss Ruth Dietz, 18, 3422 Texas 
avenue, fractured right knee and 
lacerations of the body. 

Miss Anna Groh, 25, 4150A Bo- 
tanical avenue, lacerations of the 
head and body. 

The six young women, employed 
in the J. C. Penney Co., warehouse 
at Fourteenth and Spruce streets, 
were standing in a safety zone in 
front of that establishment when 
they were struck at 6:05 o'clock. 
Several other persons in the zone 
were knocked down but not hurt, 
police reported. 

The driver of the car, a small 
coupe, took one of the injured to 
the hospital, where he was arrest- 
ed and identified himself as Fred 
A. Brecht, .7 years old, 6159 Dres- 
den avenue, manager of an oil fill- 
ing station at Ninth and Walnut 
streets. After Miss Stahair died, 
he was rearrested and placed un- 
der bond pending an inquest to- 
morrow. 

Brecht said the scene of the ac- 
cident, at the north end of the 
Fourteenth street viaduct, was 
poorly lighted, and asserted this, 
coupled with the misty rain fall- 
ing at the time, prevented him from 
seeing the people in the safety 
zone. The zone is marked by «~ 
yellow line painted on the pave- 
ment of the bridge. There are no 
obstructions at either end of it, 
and it is not raised above the pave- 
ment. 

Miss Dietz and Miss Groh were 
taken to their homes last night 
after treatment at City Hospital.

FOUR KIDNAPERS SENTENCED 
TO FROM 20 TO 50 YEARS 


Nine Members of “Legs” Taman 
Gang in Detroit Already Had 


DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 22.—Re- 
corder’s Judge John A. Boyne to- 
day sentenced four members of the 
“Legs” Laman kidnaping gang to 
a total of from 115 to 160 years in 
the Michigan State Prison at Jack- 
son. Those sentenced were Louis 
Ross, Harry Hallisey. Jerry Mul- 
lane and Roy Cornelius, convicted 
of the kidnaping of Charlies Mat- 
tler in 1928. 

Ross was sentenced to from 65 to 
50 years Hallisey and Mullane were 
sentenced to from 30 to 40 years 
and Cornelius to from 20 to 39° 
years.

Woods’ Plan doer Organiza- 
tion Includes Drafting Ex- 
perienced Men in Farm- 
er Relief Campaigns. 


SEEK CO-ORDINATION 
OF LOCAL EFFORTS 


Secretary Hurley Hopes to 
Furnish More Employ- 
ment on Projects Along 
the Mississippi. 


By the Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 23. — Col. 


Arthur Woods, President Hoover's 
relief director, after a conference 
at the White House today, called 
upon American industry to co-op- 
erate in aid to the unemployed this 
winter by furnishing as many jobs 
as possible. 

Woods, who arrived last night to 
take charge of setting up a relief 
organization, conferred for an hour 
with the President, Secretary La- 


mont, Secretary Hurley and Under- 
Secretary Mills of the Treasury. 
After the conference, Woods indi- 
cated the formal request to indus- 
try would be made soon. 

Plans for Organization. 

The conferees said the first defi- 
nite step would be to set up an 
organization for Woods and then to 
obtain information on where jobs 
could be found. They said they 
would draft men qualified for the 
work from all over the country 
and, if possible, would obtain those 
men who worked with Woods in 
his unemployment relief work in 
1921 under President Harding. 

Woods said that thus far in- 
dustry was doing its part but he ex- 
pected more co-operation in the 
general campaign. “I not only ex- 
pect industry to do its part,” he 
said, “but I see that it is already 
doing so.” 

Headquarters for the adminis- 
trator of unemployment relief will 
be set up in the Commerce Depart- 
ment. Members of the President’s 
Cabinet Unemployment Committee 
of seven plan to lend every effort 
to get the organization functioning 
within the shortest time possible. 

Edward E. Hunt, secretary to 
the Unemployment Commission in 
1921, will be temporary secretary 
for the new campaign. He has been 
secretary to the President's Com- 
mission on Economic changes and 
formerly was secretary of the Unit- 
ed States Coal Commission. John 
M. Gries, public construction ex- 
pert of the Commerce Department, 
also will assist Woods. 

Woods’ View of Situation. 

The Government, in estimating 
3,500,000 men  =fjobless, figures 
the number actually in urgent need 
of work at 2,500,000. Woods, ex- 
perienced in similar campaigns in 
1918 and 1921, will work without 
pay, having been granted a leave 
of absence by the Rockefeller 
Foundation. 

Woods, following his call on Mr. 
Hoover, expressed determination 
that the Government ‘“‘must and 
will win” what he described as a 
“race against human misery.” 

Alleviating the suffering from 
unemployment is principally a local 
proposition, as he sees it, with the 
major activity of the Government 
lying in the co-ordination of these 
sectional efforts. An organization 
similar to that built in 1921, with 
adaptations to changing conditions. 
is planned by him. And, through 
this program, he is confident jobs 
will be found or relief extended to 
prevent actual suffering. 

Woods plans to designate State 
committees on unemployment and 
committees to deal with the sub- 
ject in the various industries. 


Work on the Mississippi. 

Secretary of War Hurley said he 
was seeking the co-operation of 
contractors along the Mississippi 
River and its tributaries to furnish 
more general employment in cer- 
tain localities, 

The Secretary said Major-Gen- 
eral Lytle Brown, chief of army en- 
gineers, and Col. George R. Spauld- 
ing. army division engineer with 
headquarters at St. Louis, were 
working on a stagger system plan 
of employment for use along the 
river. Under this system contrac- 
tors, instead of employing one man 
for six days a week would employ 
two men three days each. 

The engineers, he said, had been 
instructed to inquire into al! possi- 
ble projects which could be pushed 
ahead to bring unemployment re- 
lief in various localities.

The Postoffice Department and 
the United States Shipping Board 
moved today to co-operate with 
the Government in relieving unem- 
ployment. Postmaster - General 
Brown said overtime work would 
be given to substitutes in the postal 
service and Chairman T. V. O’Con- 
nor said the Shipping Board had 
abandoned its plan to reduce its 
personnel by 50. Brown said or- 
ders would go forward tomorrow 
to suspend overtime to employes 
in order that substitutes may take 
their place and thereby give em- 
ployment to a greater number of 
persons. 

O'Connor said the Shipping 
Board would not “let out any one 
at this time’ and had abandoned 
the plan to reduce the personnel 
of the board, 

Mayor James J. Curley of Bos- 
ton said, after a conference with 
the President, that Massachusetts 
had set up a group of presidents 
of the State’s educational institu- 
tions and economic professors to 
study unemployment and they had 
recommended a Federal economic 
board be set up to work out a 
long-time program looking to the 
elimination or mitigation of eco- 
nomic depression. Mayor Curley 
said in his opinion the Federal 
Government could greatly assist 
the country by formulating a per- 
manent instead of temporary pro- 
gram to provide employment. 
President Hoover discussed the 
situation with a series of callers. 
Charles F. Abbott, executive direc- 
tor of the American Institute of 
Steel Construction, took to the 
President the information that he 
had learned in his travels through- 
out the country that industry was 
taking steps to stagger employment 
in order to give part me work to 
employes.

TOTAL DEAD IN EXPLOSION 
IN GERMAN MINE PUT AT 255 


Officials Think Only a Few More 
Bodies Are Underground; Seven 
Saved Alive.

The death list from the explosion 
in the Anna II mine Tuesday was 
fixed at 255 tonight. Officials 
think that only a few more dead 
remained under ground.

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AGAINST RENEWAL 
OF FRANCHISES 10 
PUBLIC UTILITIES 


Delegates From 21 Missouri 
Municipalities Assert It Is 
‘Neither Legally Neces- 
sary Nor Advisable.’ 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 

MARSHALL, Mo., Oct. 23.—Rep- 
resentatives of 21 Missouri cities, 
which own and operate one or 
more of the public utilities, met 
here yesterday to discuss mutual 
problems. 

The occasion was the annual 
fall meeting of the Missouri Asso- 
ciation of Municipal Utilities, or- 
ganized less than two years ago 
with nine members, now grown to 
a group in which 32 cities are rep- 
resented. Nearly 100 delegatcs 
and visitors attended. 

A resolution was adopted disap- 
proving the renewal of utility 
franchises, reading: ‘“‘We commend 
to the attention of all Missouri 


municipalities the fact that it is 
neither legally necessary nor ad- 
visable to renew franchises which 
have expired.” 

Daniel C. Rogers, City Attorney 
of Fayette, told the delegates that 
by refusing to renew franchises 
the cities could in fact regain con- 
trol over the rates and service of 
their privately owned utilities. He 
said that technically the State 
Public Service Commission would 
still have jurisdiction but actually 
the cities could exercise control 
through their power to institute 
ouster proceedings against utilities 
without franchises. 

Because of projected pipe lines 
across Missouri, natural gas was a 
subject of interest. Its possibili- 
ties were discussed by Rogers, who 
recently published a bulletin con- 
taining a form of contract for con- 
struction of municipal distribution 
systems, to be paid for out of 
earnings. Rogers advised cities to 
study the possibilities carefully be- 
fore granting any natural gas 
franchises, He thought they would 
find it practicable and profitable 
to build their own distributing 
system. 


A resolution adopted condemned 
“the fraud and deceit practiced by 
certain franchise seekers and others 
in the present struggle to secure 
natural gas or artificial gas fran- 
chises in the State of Missouri.” 

Another resolution advised “all 
Missouri municipalities and their 
officers to beware of 20-year nat- 
ural or artificial gas franchises.” 

Edgar C. M. Surkhart of Macon 
was re-elected chairman and F. L. 
Thierfelder of Chillicothe was re- 
elected secretary and treasurer. W. 
J. McCarroll of Fulton was elected 
vice chairman. An executive com- 
mittee was chosen consisting of the 
officers -and the following: O. L. 
Hebbler, Higginsville: €. O. Ewens, 
Fayette, and W. E. Barns of Lib- 
erty. 

Cities represented by active dele- 
gates, besides those already named, 
were: Moberly, Kahoka, Milan. 
Mexico, Independence, Slater, Col- 
umbia, Memphis, Palmyra, Car- 
thage, Lebanon, Marceline, Cen- 
tralia and Canton. 


New York Phone Rates Cut.

Defense Offers | Evidence to 
Bolster Assertion Cannot 
Get a Fair Trial in 
St. Louis. 


The hearing on the application 
of defendants in the Ryckoff street 
lighting fraud case, for a change 
of venue to an Out-state court, was 
resumed in Circuit Judge Green's 
court today, after a week’s recess. 

Attorney for the defendants, A. 
M. Ryckoff, Chicago contractor; 
John C. Pritchard, former Director 
of Public Utilities, and George B. 
Heath, former electrical engineer 
for the Utilities Department, intro- 
duced.newspaper articles which 
they said had aroused the public 
against their clients to such an ex- 
tent that the men could not receive 
a fair trial before a jury of St. 
Louisans on the charge that they 
obtained $157,064 from the city by 
false pretenses through overcharges 
on a lighting installation contract. 

Two clippings from the Post-Dis- 
patch were the first to be read to 
the Court by Police Commissioner 
Daniel Bartlett, one of the lawyers 
for the defense. One, under the 
headline, “Mayor wants to know of 
any contract graft,” related a con- 
versation between Mayor Miller 
and Joseph R. Groom of the Post- 
Dispatch staff, in which the Mayor 
said he had heard the Post-Dis- 
patch was investigating work done 
under city contract, and asserted 
he would ask for a grand jury in- 
vestigation if the Post-Dispatch 
found anything to warrant it. 

The other, under an elght column 
headline, printed March 21, 1929, 
stated the city had paid $175,000 
under the street lighting contract 
for work not done. 

The remainder of the forenoon 
session was devoted to reading 
news stories, editorials and letters 
from the people from the bound 
files of the Post-Dispatch for 
March and April, 1929. 

On Oct 9, 10 and 11, the de- 
fendants .presented 42 witnasses 
who said it was the generai opin- 
ion in St. Louis that “one or more” 
of tha defendants were guilty as 
charged. Forty of the witnesses 
admitted on cross-examination that 
they were friends, acquaintances 
or lodge brothers of Pritchard or 
Heath. 

Asserting the defense witnesses, 
because of their relationship to the 
defendants, could not give a fair 
estimate of the amount of feeling 
against the men, Circuit Attorney 
Franklin Miller called as his wit- 
nesses 30 veniremen chosen at 
random from jury panels in other 
courts. About half of thefA said 
they never had heard of tHe. case.

lina. Advices from Bald Creek 
said they left their homes eight 
days ago preseumably on a hiteh- 
hiking trip to the West. 

Discovery of the two youths, 
their bodies seared by the flames, 
was made by two wood choppers 
late yesterday. 

First reports that the boys lef 
their home in an _ automobile 
caused authorities of Crittenden 
County, Ark., where they were 
found, to lean to a- belief that they 
were attacked by tramps to obtain 
possession of their car. 

Notes found in Hensley’s pocket 
were signed “Irene” and were 
rosted at Ray Brook, N. C. The 
diary, which was Wilson's, and a 
copy of a poem of the West were 
the only other identifying marks 
found. Neither had any money ij» 
his clothing. The ground about 
the camping place showed signs of 
a struggle and tracks of an auto- 
mobile tire.

WOMAN WRITES STORY 
OF LIF, KILLS HERSELF 


Finishing ‘Thirteen Cigarettes,’ 
Washington Department Store 
Clerk Turns on Gas.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Miss 
Draper Gill, 26-year-old employe 
of a department store, penned the 
story of her life and death and 
then turred on the gas in her attic 
apartment yesterday. 

The story, entitled ‘Thirteen 


Cigarettes,” centered around 
the life of a 26-year-old wom- 
an named Carol. Her  iife 
had been bare of romance and 
filled with debts and worries. Fi- 
nally, in desperation, so the story 
went, she decided to smoke 13 cig- 
arettes with the idea of doing some- 
thing to rid the world of herself 
when they were gone. 

Near the middle of the. story 
there was a_ single paragraph: 
“There are eight cigarettes left.” 
Further on it said: “Now there 
are three.”” And in conclusion, the 
story said: “There are no cis- 
arettes left. The ashes of 13 are 
lying in a crumpled-up heap in the 
ash tray.” 

A maid smelled gas and investi- 
rated. Police found the woman 
unconscious and she soon died. 

On a small, round table the po- 
lice found the manuscript of the 
story. Beside it, in an ash tray, 
were the stubs of 13 cigarettes.

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NEW YORK INQUEY 
N EXTORTION RNG 
MULCTING WOMEN 


“‘The Dove” Names Police- 
men and Others in Black- 


mail Gang Said to Have| 


Obtained Millions. |

NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—Charges 
that a ring of policemen, bonds- 
men, informers and others has 
been using the Magistrates’ courts 
to extort more than $1,000,000 a 
year from women are being inves- 
tigated by Isador J. Kresel, spe- 
cial counsel of the Appellate Di- 
visions’ inquiry. No ‘Magistrates 


are involved in the information 
laid before Kresel. 

Not only women of the streets, 
but showgirls with good incomes 
and socially prominent women, 
some of them married, have been 
preyed upon and robbed of any 
money or jewelry they may have 
had. In instances where the wom- 
en were without funds, it is said 
that the ring furnished bail for 
them and then forced them to earn 
the ‘“‘costs” of the case. 
Disclos..res Made by “The Dove.” 

The story of the ring came to 
Kresel from a man known to 
Broadway as “The Dove,” who is 
reported to have amassed a’ for- 
tune of $500,000 in the last 15 
years as an informer and agent 
provocateur for the ring. 

The disclosures were made to 

Kresel just about the time that the 
appeal term of the Court of Spécial 
Sessions handed down a decision 
reversing the conviction of Mrs. 
Oscar Hammerstein, widow of the 
impressario, on a charge of vag- 
rancy and immoral conduct. It is 
understood that Kresel will inves- 
tigate the case of Mrs. Hammer- 
stein, whose defense, when con- 
victed last June, was that ske had 
been “framed.”’ 
‘The Dove” was taken to Kresel’s 
office on a subpena served on him 
in his elaborate suite in a West 
Seventy-third street hotel, where 
he Roan like a millionaire. He and 
another man, described by inves- 
tigators as also being an informer 
of the ring, were found after a 
search of several weeks. 

Two Decoys Being Sought, 

Two other witnesses, also said to 
have been decoys for the ring, are 
being sought. It is reported also 
that subpenas have been issued for 
the books and members of a bond- 
ing firm which has been doing busi- 
ness largely among women of the 
streets, 
The other man who has been 
found is described by the investi- 
gators as “Marty.” He is reported 
to have split $200,000 a year with 
‘The Dove.” “Marty,” it was said, 
recently made a sworn statement 
before Chief Magistrate Corrigan 
against two members of the police 
vice squad. 

“Marty” also is under subpena 
and is expected to appear at Kre- 
sel’s office for questioning. At the 
same time several women whose 
names have been obtained from 
the records of their trials in Ma- 
gistrates’ courts have been asked to 
look at Marty, “‘The Dove” and 
several members of the vice squad. 

Two plain’ clothes patrolmen 
were arraigned yesterday before 
Magistrate Corrigan on charges of 
having testified falsely against two 
young women whom they arrested. 
They were Leigh Halpern and Dan- 
iel Sillivan, who were held in 
$1000 bail each for examination on 
Nov. 10. . 

Raids Were Prearranged. 

“The Dove,” a dapper little fel- 
low, walking with a slight limp and 
carrying a cane, described the ring 
as existing through the co-opera- 
tion of members of the police vice 
squad, certain court attaches and 
bondsmen. They employed men to 
take women to apartments or hotel 
rooms, where, by prearrangement, 
raids were made. When testimony 
was given in Police Court these 
men were referred to as “unknown 
parties.” They were paid a salary 
of $60 a week, plus $10 for each 
woman arrested besides a share in 
whatever money or jewelry she 
might have.

Suit to set aside the will of Mrs. 
Mary Jewell Mermod, widow of 
Augustus Mermod, former presi- 
dent of the Mermod, Jaccard & 
King Jewelry Co., was filed in Cir- 
cuit Court at Clayton yesterday by 
six nieces and nephews. The will 
disposed of an estate of about 
$200,000. 

The plaintiffs aver that Mrs. 
Mermod was. of unsound mind 
when the will was drawn in 1924 
and was unduly influenced by two 
nieces, Mrs. Mary Nixon de Roulet 
of Chicago, and Mrs. Bertha 3 
Loomis of St. Louis, and the Amer- 
ican Trust Co., now the Franklin. 
American Trust Co., trustee of a 
contingent fund of about $86,000 
for the benefit of Mrs. de Ronlet’s 
children. Mrs. de Roulet, now dead, 
received $37,000 under the will 
and Mrs. Loomis, the Mermod 
home, 109 Plant avenue, Webster 
Groves, valued at $25,000. 

The plaintiffs are Claude’ §. 
Jewell, 5738 Enright ayenue, and 
his wife, Mabel, who received $2500 
apiece under the will: Mrs. Ade- 
laide E, Wilde, Fond du Lac, Wis., 
who received $500; Fred C. Jew- 
ell and Mr. and Mrs. Archibald 
Jewell, all of whom reside outside 
St. Louis. There are 29 defend- 
ants, including relatives and in- 
stitutions that are beneficiaries and 
the trustee of the contingent fund 
Mrs. Mermod died Sept. 29 and 
had been declared of unsound mind 
April 11 by Probate Judge Hodgdon 
of Clayton.

Claude McElwee, attorney whi 
filed the suit, said he understood 
the four children of Mrs. de Roulet 
were reared in the Catholic faith 
and that Mrs. Mermod and Dr.

Under'the conditions of the trust 
the children were to receive its in- 
come for 10 years and thereafter 
the principal. If none complied 
with the trust's provisions, the in- 
come, and eventually the principal, 
was to go to various charities se- 
lected by a committee of three men 
named by Mrs. Mermod. The trus- 
tee was authorized to determine if 
the provisions of the trust were 
carried out. 

Mrs. Mermod stated in the will 
that she created the trust as a duty 
to her Protestant uncle, from who 
she had received a “large part” of 
the estate. The uncle, according 
to McElwee, was Dr. Nixon.

LNDBERGH FORCED — 
BACK BY WEATHER 


Leaves Newark, N. J., for Co- 
lumbus, O., but Is Halted 
at McKeesport, Pa.

McKEESPORT, Pa., Oct. 23.— 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh returned 
to Bettis Airport at 2:58 p. m. to- 
day after he had taken off for 
Columbus, O., in his inspection 
trip over the Eastern link of, the 
new line of the Transcontinental- 
Western Air Transport, Inc. 

Poor visibility forced him back 
after he had reached cambridge, 


Lindbergh arrived here from 
Harrisburg at 12:57 p. m., and re- 
fuelled his ship. He took off into 
fog and smoke at 1:20 for 
Columbus. Rain that for a time 
changed to snow made flying con- 
ditions worse, and the flyer de- 
cided to return. 

Lindbergh, who is accompanied 
by three other pilots, a New York 
newspaper man and two motion 
picture sound reel operators, prob- 
ably wil} take off for Columbus at 
8 a, m. tomorrow.

ing purposes. as the property stood 
on June 30, 1929. The commission 
accountants reported the value of 
the property on that date on the 
investment cost hasis was $57,111,- 
696, including all allowances cus- 
tomarily made except going value. 
Text of Company’s Motion. 

In its motion, under the cap- 
tion “Reproduction New,” the com- 
pany says: 

“Although the company has con- 
sistently declined to take advantage 
of the theory of reproduction new, 
it is a fact that the Supreme Court 
has held that the commission must 
give consideration to fair present 
value in determining a rate base. 
The company is of the opinion 
that, even with the present low 
cost of copper, its constructed 
property as of June 30, 1929, could 
not have been replaced at present 
labor rates and material prices for 
less than $75,000,000, that its total 
valuation before depreciation on 
the basis of reproduction costs was 
not less than $100,000,000 and that 
actual existing depreciation as de- 
terioration does not exceed $10,- 
000,000—so that, the value of its 
property on a reproduction new, 
less depreciation, basis as at June 
30, 1929, was not less than $90,- 
000,000 for rate-making purposes. 
In the event this proceeding be not 
dismissed, the company demands 
that such reproduction cost be as- 
certained and considered by the 
com mission.” 

On an original cost basis, the 
company estimated its valuation at 
$83,529,225 as of June 30, 1929. 
This included $60,829,225 for orig- 
inal cost of property. and plant, 
$5,200,000 for working capital, $5,- 
000,000 for organization and con- 
solidation and $12,500,000 for go- 
ing value. 

In urging the $5,000,000 allow- 
ance for cost of organization and 
consolidation, Rassieur said the 
Union Electric Co. was a successor 
to 48 predecessor companies in a 
series of consolidations. He said 
no allowance evtér had been made 
for bringing these companies to- 
gether and asserted the capital of 
the companies had been written 
down several millions of dollars in 
the consolidations. 

Would Include Bagnall Dam. 

On still another basis of esti- 
mated expenditures in the next few 
years, the company estimated its 
valuation would be $125,000,000 by 
the end of 1931, without censider- 
ing reproduction new. This figure 
was reached by including $33,350,- 
000 for the cost of a hydro-electric 
plant now under construction on 
the Osage River near Bagnell, Mo., 
and $12,542,000 in additions to be 
made by. the end of 1931. The com-. 
pany contends any rate base fixed 
must include the investment in the 
Qsage River plant. 

In this connection the company 
contendéd the commission could 
not order a change in rates with- 
out determining the probable rate 
base, revenue and return for years 
in which the schedules would be ef- 
fective. The company had grown 
rapidly, it was said, and determina- 
tion of reasonableness of its rates 
required projected income and cap- 
ital accounts. 

The commission, in establishing 
rate-making valuations, never has 
included amounts that the public 
utility may expend in future years 
in enlarging its plant, but adds 
those amounts when the improve- 
ments are made. Nor has it per- 
mitted inclusion of projects under 
construction, such as the Osage 
River project, until actually oper- 
ating In the public service.

Audit Made in May Showed 
Deficit of $452,000 
Court Is Told. 


An audit made last May of the 
books of W. F. Warner & Co., fur 
dealers, 100 South Second street, 
showed a deficit of $452,000, ac- 
cording to a statement in Federal 
Court yesterday by Wilbur B. 
Jones, attorney representing three 
creditors who filed bankruptcy 
action against the company Tues- 
day. 

Jones appeared before Federal 
Judge Davis and requested that a 
receiver be appointed pending ap- 
pointment of a trustee in bank- 
ruptcy. Jones told the court he 
has not estimated the liabilities of 
the company, which sustained 


heavy losses during the last year 
through a decline in fur prices. A 
financial statement issued by the 
concern I! December placed the 
net worth $459,000, Jones said. 
The petition for a receiver was 
taken under advisement. 

The bankruptcy action was tak- 
en by three out-of-town creditors 
listing claims approximating $10,- 
000. Edward D’Arcy, counsel for 
W. D. and John Warner, owners 
of the company, said an offer in 
compromise had been accepted by 
90 per cent of the creditors, and 
probably will be renewed before 
Referee in Bankruptcy Coles. The 
offer called for a settlement on the 
basis of 5 per cent cash, 25 per cent 
in notes, and an additional pay- 
ment of 30 per cent if business 
warrants. The creditors bringing 
the bankruptcy action were in- 
cluded in the minority who did not 
accept the offer. 

D’Arcy said he is unable to es- 
timate the assets and lHabilities of 
the concern at this time. Persons 
famillar with its affairs estimated 
the Hiabilities at approximately 
$250,000.

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‘Prof. Claude Tells of Observations 
During Test of His Gulf Stream 
Plant. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct, 23.—Georges 
Claude last night predicted that 
Niagara Falls would be outdone as 
@& power source by a future sea 
water piitnt, which would be an 
improvement of his experiment at 
Matanzas, Cuba. 

Niagara water falls less than 200 
feet, but Claude told a meeting of 
the American Society of Mechan- 
ical Engineers he could produce 
power equivalent to sea water 
‘falling inas unlimited measure as 
wanted in a cataract 300 feet high.” 

The scientist, who is on his way 
to France, gave the engineers tech- 
nical figures of power produced in 
his small Cuban plant, which he 
said prove his claims, At Mantan- 
zas he obtained 12.5 kilowatts of 
power from a difference of tem- 
perature of 10% degrees centi- 
grade between the surface of the 
gulf stream and deep water. 

But, he said, this power jumped 
to 22 kilowatts with an increase of 
only three and one-half degrees in 
temperature. He explained that 
the efficiency of a sea water power 
plant grows as the square of the 
temperature difference. 

“And,” he said, ‘there is a differ- 
ence of 24 degrees available most 
of the year in the region of San- 
tiga de Cuba.”

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NEW AUTOPSY IN DEATH 
OF COLONELS Witt 


Army Officer’s Efforts to Pre- 
vent Second Investigation 
at Honolulu Fail.

Before her marriage, Mrs. Sevier 
was Miss Marion Shainwald of 
Irvington, N. Y. Her death in 
August, 1928, resulted in inheri- 
tance of her $700,000 estate by Col. 
Sevier. 

Sheriff Gleason, who is also the 
Coroner, said he would confer with 
Deputy County Attorney ‘Tavares 


‘before announcing a date for the 


second autopsy. 
The Court held performance of 
the autopsy rested in the Coroner's 
discretion. It was further ruled the 
fact one autopsy had been held did 
not prevent the holding of another 
and the calling of such experts as 
the Coroner deemed necessary. 

“The autopsy may reveal noth- 
ing,” said the Court, “but the Cor- 
oner, believing such investigation 
necessary should not be prohibited 
from making it unless there is a 
clear case of abuse of discretion. 
No such showing has been made 
and the petition therefore is de- 
nied.”’ 

The family of the deceased, the 
Court held, cannot interfere.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Acting 

on a request of the Brazilian Gov- 

ernment, President Hoover’ has im- 


posed an embargo on shipments of 
aris and munitions to Brazii—the 
first time in American diplomatic 
history such a limitation has becn 
placed. on exportation of arms to 
a South American republic. 

The embargo was contained in a 
proclamation signed by President 
Hoover and countersigned and 
sealed by Secretary of State 
Stimson, It carried the pro- 
vico that shipments could be 
made to Brazil under licenses 
granted by the Secretary of Statc, 
which, in effect, would prevent 
shipments to any Brazitians other 
than those representing the admin- 
istration of President Washington 
Luis, the only Government in Brazil 
recognized by the Urnfited States. 

Brazil's request for imposition of 
the embargo was contained in a 
note dated yesterday and delivercd 
by Ambassador do Amaral of Bra- 
zil to Secretary Stimson. 

The Navy Department announced 
it had again granted private air- 
plane manufacturers the right to 
deliver to the Bracilian Govern- 
ment airplanes for which the navy 
had contracted. The latest acces- 
sion was to the request of, 
Gienn L. Martin Co. of Baltimore 
to release to the Brazilian Govern- 
ment three patrol planes being 
the navy. Twelve 
other planes have been released to 
Brazil on permission of the navy 
by the Curtiss-Wright Co. 

The President's proclamation 
Was in line with Secretary Stim- 
son’s pronouncement last week that 
the American Government would 
allow the shipment of arms and 
munitions to the Brazilian Govern- 
ment. | 

Violation by American citizens 
of the embargo. issued under au- 
thority of an act of Congress of 
1922, carries a penalty’ of two 
years’ imprisonment or a fine of 
$10,000 or both. The penalty was 
cited in the proclamation. 


First Casualties Taken to Rio; Cap- 
ital Is Calm. 
By the Associated Press. 
RIO DE JANBIRO,. Oct. 


23.— 


The first casualties reached here’ 


yesterday from the two battlefronts 
in the states of Minas Geraes and 
Parana. 

Hitherto the wolmnded have been 
taken to Sao Paulo first, but now it 
is thought they will be brought here 
for treatment also. The Govern- 
ment has given out no figures on 
the casualties. 

The situation in this capital is so 
calm it seems almost unthinkable 
that a civil war exists and troops 
of the central Government are 
fighting in at least four sections of 
the union. 3 

Yesterday was the last day of 
the three-week period for army 
reservists to report for duty, but 
those who have been unable to ar- 
rive from other states, because of 
transportation difficulties, will not 
be regarded as deserters, the War 
Department said. 

Banks of Rio de Janeiro opened 
yesterday for the first time since 
Oct. 6 and functioned normally ex- 
cept for discounting bills of ex- 
change, which right was reserved 
for the Banco do Brasil in a decree 
of President Washington Luis Mon- 
day.

MOSCOW, Oct. 23.—Izvestia, or- 


gan of the Central Executive Com- 


mittee of the Communist party, ad- 
mitted today that the Soviet: five- 
year industralization plan Oct, 1 
finished its second year 5 per cent 
below schedule, yet, in an editorial, 
the paper reports a Breat victory all 
along the line for Communist\Gov- 
ernment. 

The biggest deficiency was shown 
in the light industries which showed 
only an 11 per cent increase, 
against the 23 per cent planned. 
The newspaper calls attention ‘to a 
38.1 per cent increase in industries 
to which the Government devoted 
greatest attention, this bEing only 
2.6 per cent under the increase ex- 
pected. 

The paper is jubilant especially 
at what it terms the great success 
of collective farming, and it claims 
during the year a total of 128,700,- 
000 hectares were cultivated, of 
which 38,000,000 were cultivated in 
collectivist fashion.

equals 2.47 acres). The figures 
were claimed to exceed the five- 
year plan by 23,000,000 hectares. 

Izvestia also calls attention, to 
12,000 tractors and 40,000,000 rou- 
bles (about $24,000,000) worth of 
machinery distributed during the 
year. Failure of the light indus- 
tries to achieve the schedule fig- 
ures is laid to lack of 
rials, a lack which it is expected to 
overcome during the third year of 
the plan.

Details of Program Not Dis- 
closed, but It Includes 
Modernization of Thiee 
Battleships.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—A new 


building program to bring the Unit- 
ed States fleet up toward the lim- 
its of the -London treaty has been 
drawn by the Navy General Board. 

It is to be studied, by President 
Hoover as a basis for recommenda- 
tions to Congress. The exact con- 
tents of the board's| program have 
not been made public, and it is not 


clear how far its members have 
gone in adopting the economy ideas 
of the administration. The rate 
at which new building and replace- 
ment would be undertaken under 
the plan is undisclosed. 

There have been authoritative in- 
dications, however, that the board 
favored building up to the full lim- 
it of 135,000 tons for aircraft car- 
riers. Including one ship just con- 
tracted for, the present tonnage is 
79,800, in three ships. Several ves- 
sels of comparative small tonnage 
are to be built. 

Battleship Modernization. 

Modernization of the battleships 
New Mexico, Mississippi and Idaho, 
which have not yet been equipped 
with the latest armament gun con- 
trols and defensive armor, is pro- 
vided for.~ Other battleships also 
would be rejuvenated during the 
next few years 

Submarine construction recom- 
mended is understood to involve 
replacement of 25,000 tons of obso- 
lescent S and R type boats with 
vessels displacing between 1000 and 
1300 tons. 

Destroyer construction is thought 
to form an important part of the 
recommendations for immediate 
outlays. This country ceased build- 
ing destroyers in 1920, after ac- 
cumulating a tremendous number 
during the war, Many already are 
worn out and virtually all are 
reaching their retirement age to- 
gether. 

: Cruiser Construction. 


In cruisers the only construction 
not already authorized will be in 
the six-inch gun class. This cate- 
gory was the center of extensive 
opposition to the treaty among 
high naval officers, but the type is 
favored by the new chief of oper- 
ations, Admiral William V. Pratt.

Value of the Machine. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
BEG to submit the following incon- 


trovertible facts which have to do 
with the effect of machines on wages-and 
employment: 

1. Where all work is done by man- 
ual labor, wages are lowest. 

9. Where most and best machines 
are used, wages are highest. 

America is today the richest nation in 
the world and pays the highest wages. 
Syria is perhaps the poorest and pays the 
lowest wages. The reason is obvious. 

Wages are paid in goods; money but 
measures their purchasing power. Goods 
are cheapest measured in wages, where 
most goods are produced with least la- 
bor; maachines increase the efficiency 
and reduce the cost in labor of goods. 

In America we produce all goods by 
machinery and so produce more. We 
plow with a machine, sow with a ma- 
chine, reap with a machine and grind 
with a machine. Food, measured in la- 
bor, is cheaper here than anywhere 
else. 

The Syrian plows with a wooden plow, 
sows by hand, reaps with a sickle and 
grinds in a mortar. His bread, meas- 
ured in work and wages, costs 20 
times as much. 

It is true that/the immediate effect of 
introducing machinery is sometimes to 
\ fe dislocate labar, but not always. Take 
the case of the Des Peres sewer. The 
Machinery used did the work say of 
5000 men. If machinery had not been 
employed, all these men must have been 
withdrawn from other productive labor. 

Even where the machine does deprive 
a man of his job, it ultimately re-em- 
+ ploys and enriches him. The wants of

: mankind are not confined; men want 
a every comfort and every luxury. The 
machine. increases the supply and les- 
sens the cost of certain commodities; a 
demand for others induces their pro- 
duction; and s@ factories are started and 
men employed. 

These obvious considerations are ob- 
scured by the current notion that the 
employer pays the wages. He does not; 
the laborer earns them, else they cannot 

| be paid. The more he earns, the more he 
is paid. The machine Increases his earn- 
ing power and his purchasing power. It 
is to his advantage that all goods should 
be cheaply produced by machinery. 

To scamp work, to reduce the hours or 
days of labor and scrap the machine in 

order to lessen the output of labor, are 
expedients of fatuity. They reduce the 
| ; output of goods and thereby reduce the 
distributive share of every member of 
the community.

Louts, San Antonio, Houston, Fort Worth, Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati, Toledo, Lotiisville, Memphis, Dallas, 
Youngstown, Atlanta, Los Angeles, San Francisco, 
Kansas City, Oakland, Denver, Dayton, Salt Lake 
City, Topeka. This list, which might be substantial- 
ly extended, indicates the far-flung domain of this 
fuel. It is a fact, too, that Chicago, always alert, will 
presently be getting natural gas from the Amarillo 
field. We are informed that New York expects to 
have natural gas within two years from West Vir- 
ginia. 6 2, 

The number of pipe lines actually under construc: 
‘tion, to say nothing of those projected, is bewildering. 
The country is witnessing a natural gas boom which, 
in point of values, eclipses many a sensational gold 
rurh, but, somehow, the drama of the thing has not 
impressed public imagination. It is a drama, never- 
théless, of genuine Aeschylean flavor. 

But where is all this gas coming from? What, 
assurance is there that the supply is permanent, or 


ménts that are being made? Is it practicable to pipe 
gas the distances projected and, in many instances, 
accomplished facts? 

The question as to supply was happily answered 
a few days ago by Logan W. Cary of Oklahoma 
City, president of the Consolidated Gas Utilities Co., 
in a conversation with a reporter for the Post-Dis- 
patch. Pointing in the direction of the new field on 
the edge of Oklahoma City, Mr. Cary said: “We 
have 10 wells out there with a daily capacity of a 
billion cubic feet. That is two and a half times as 
much as the daily consumption of natural gas in the 
whole State of Oklahoma.” When one reflects that 
Oklahoma is pretty largely a natural gas State the 
extent of the deposits in this new field becomes un- 
derstandable. 

Yet 20 years ago Oklahoma was alarmed about its 
gas supply. A shortage was faced that threatened 
thumerous and large investments. At that time Dean 
Gould of Oklahoma University, then professor of ge- 
ology, remarked that, if it were possible to go a mile 
into the ground at Oklahoma City, gas in abundance 
would be found. : The rotary drill, invented a few 
years later, solved the problem. The rotary drill is the 
explanation for the great sources of both oil and gas 
which the last decade has tapped And the fotary 
drill is not a perfected tool. When a way has been 
contrived to apply power directly to the bit, deep 
drilling will go into another dimension. 

Nobody knows, or can know, the wealth of our 
natural gas deposits. We now have 10 producing 
states: Oklahoma, Texas, California, Louisiana, 
West Virginia, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Wyoming, Kansas 
and Arkansas. What states will be added to that 
family and what new reservoirs will be tapped when 
two-mile drilling is an established practice may only 
be conjectured. But science can now calculate fairly 
accurately the extent of gas deposits and the probable 
life: of the field. It is upon such dependable esti- 
mates, plus improved construction and advanced 
transmission engineering, that capital last year in- 
vested $250,000,000 in pipe lines for the transporta- 
tion of natural gas from the wells to the hungry mar- 
kets of great cities.

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HORSE-RACING IN MISSOURI. 
Under the leadership of the Missouri Agricultural 
and Livestock Survey Commission, a movement is 
on foot to legalize horse-racing in Missouri!. In all 


probability, the next Legislature will be asked to 
pass upon the proposal. The commission was cre- 
ated to devise means of raising revenue for county 
fairs and for state aid to vocational agriculture. 

In Illindis, revenues from horse-racing have been 
a boon to agricultural jnterests. Of the $700,000 
that flowed into LTllinois’ treasury in 1929, $135,- 
000 was used for prize money at the State Fair, $260,- 
000 for county fairs, and $40,000 for agricultural 
extension and premiums for 4-H clubs. The Fair- 
mount track yielded $141,233, or more than any other 
in the State, and it is estimated that 85 to 95 per 
cent of this sum came from St. Louis. Illinois 
tracks pay $2500 a day to the State, plus 20 cents 
for each paid admission. 

Providing strict regulations are put in effect to 
insure clean racing, there is no reason why St. Louis 
and Kansas City should not be permitted to have 
their own tracks. Through .the revenue derived 
from them, funds would be obtainable to save coun- 
ty fairs from extinction. J. T. Garrett of Troy, Mo., 
told the commission that out of 66 to 60 local fairs 
operating prosperously 10 years ago, only about 20 
survive. The State Fair would also yeceive needed 
aid, as well as other agricultural activities. 

Horse-racing, with legalized betting under the pari- 
mutuel system, has had a great revival in the United 
States during the past 10 years. The evils of the 
old bookmaking days have been largely eliminated 
and the sport is on a new plane, strictly supervised 
under the law and carefully operated by men whose 
investments in plant are too large to countenance 
crookedness on the part of owners, trainers and 
jockeys. 

Missouri, like other states, should come out into 
the open and recognize that the gambling instinct is 
inherent in human beings and cannot be rooted 
out by legislative fiat. I¢ fs far better to give 
@ little play to human nature than, by constricting 
it. to encourage lawless gambling. The trouble with

VOTING IN NORWAY. 

It is not to be expected that routine triennial par- 
liamentary elections in Norway would greatly inter- 
est American citizens. Nor would the fact that the 
Labor party lost a few seats while the Conservatives 
gained considerably.

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ENGLAND LEARNS FROM US. 

Philip Snowden, Chancellor of the. Exchequer, re- 
iterates the Labor party’s stand and England's his- 
toric policy on free trade in rejecting the dominions’ 
scheme for tariff walls about the Empire and in de- 
nying the report that a general 10 per cent duty for 
revenue is being considered. In his address he makes 
it clear that England has profited by the experience 
of the United States with tariff politics, for he says: 


Introduction of the tariff system into this 
country would strike at the security of the po- 
litical life of the nation. Members would go to 
Parliament to represent not national interests, 
but pledged to support the selfish interests of 
particular industries. One of the great causes 
of world depression is protection, because it re- 
duces the purchasing power of people. 


England needs only to look at the wholesale log- 
rolling which preceded passage of our Hawley-Smoot 
tariff to understand what Mr. Snowden means. In 
this country when tariff debates occur they are con- 
ducted not by American statesmen but by sugar Con- 
gressmen, wool Congressmen, lumber Congressmen, 
oil Congressmen and on down the list of local inter- 
ests and products. And a glance at the figures show- 
ing the decline of American foreign trade in the last 
six months illustrates clearly the second part of 
Snowden’s indictment. 

Although no reniarks by Premier MacDonald on 
the subject at the present Imperial Conference have | 
been quoted, he may be accepted as agreeing heart- 
ily with the Snowden views. In a 1923 campaign ad- | 
dress, MacDonald said: “Protection is not a cure, it, 
is a diversion—a magnificent method of sidetracking 
a great movement. Under it you will, of course, have 
again bribery, corruption and log-rolling. All this 
will be going on while the poor, simple-minded work- 
ing man drifts hither and thither.”

This is shown by the inspired 
proposal to convert Fort McHenry at Baltimore, 
where Francis Scott Key wrote “The Star-Spangled 
Banner,” into @ Federal hoosegow for liquor’ law 
offenders. The proposal has just been abandoned 
by order of Attorney-General Mitchell, following pro- 
tests by Maryland Congressmen, private citizens and 
patriotic societies. 

Even without the final touch of bolts and bars to 
desecrate this national shrine, it would seem that 
the prohibition service has pretty well taken the 
fort. The Baltimore Sun finds on the grounds of- 
fices of the Bureau of Prohibition and the Depart- 
ment of Industrial Alcohol] Permits, a dock for the 
boat used by agents in pursuing liquor runners, a 
storage space for broken-down confisckted autemo- 
biles and a huge bin where contraband bottles lie in 
broken fragments.

Birthday of the Slump 


> 


Time to consider what lessons economi¢ slump taught us; plans to limit production 
proved fallacious, but Government goes on with its experiment; brokers’ loans 
problem, a factor in situation, remains unstudied; speculative mania and over- 
production other causes; many pressing questions remain for inquiry and solution.

T is just a year since Mr. Coolidge’s 

Humpty Dumpty, who sat on the wall 

in Wall street, had his great fall. And, 
by the same token, it is also @ year since 
all the king’s horses and all the king’s 
men, headed by Julius H. Barnes, set about 
the thankless business of s¢tting Humpty 
Dumpty up again. In the confusion and 
shock of that catastrophe our business 
slump was supposed to have been born. By 
that count this is its first and, we hope, 
its last birthday—Oct. 23. 

As a matter of fact, the slump was not 
born on Oct, 23, 1929. That was merely the 
day Wall street found it on the doorstep. 
The moment the presence of the unwelcome 
stranger became publicly known, President 


‘Hoover assembled about himeelf all the 


grea® men of the kingdom to kill off the 
new arrival as rapidly as possible, Scientific 
business was to be its executioner. Now at 
the end of 12 months, scientific destruction 
having failed, the slump is finally dying 
of old age. Perhaps we cannot observe this 
odious birthday party better than by look- 
ing back over the year to see if we have 
learned anything about it and ourselves. 
* a * 


There has been, beyond a doubt, a de- 
cline in the amount of business done this 
year compared with last. But there has 
not been so great a decline, I am sure, in 
the amount of business done this year com- 
pared with the normal volume. Last year 
we witnessed the spectacle of a boom. It 
is possible to have good business withdéut a 
boom. We have had no boom this year. 
We have ‘ad, of course, something iess 
than normal. But we have not, had the 
widespread sweep of hard times so pa- 
thetically painted for us. 

The depression has been hard for small 
businesses. Mercantile failures accounted 
for 13,775 merchants in the first six 
months of the year, all under the $100,000 
mark. If we could know the humber which 
just quietly folded their tents and stole 
away, that amount would perhaps be dou- 
bled. Those bought up by larger rivals 
would swell the number further. It is an 
all-time record. Meanwhile the larger stores, 
and particularly the chains, have grown. 

Many others have faréd not so badly. 


( The summer was the greatest. year in our 


history in the sports industry and in 
amusement, outside of legitimate th rs. 
Moreover, innumerable great corporations 
had greater net earnings this year than last. 
This would not be surprising were it not 
for the fact that these corporations are 
found in almost every branch of industry. 
The depression has had an extraordinary 
and immediate effect upon the distribution 
of common stock. In the third quarter of 
last year General Motors sent dividend 
checks to 140,000 stockholders. In the final 
quarter they went to 200,000. New+share- 
holders were being recorded at 1500 @ day. 
All these statistica do not mean that we 
did not suffer a certain amount of depres- 
sion. We did, Furthermore, it looks as 
if the slump Was on its way out without 
80 much as a “thank you” for the lessons 
it taught or at least tried to teach us. 
In the first place, it turned the spotlight 
on world-wide overproduction as the chief 
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cause of our troubles. It illuminated, too, 
the causes which lay behind overproduction 
the ever popular attempt of men to make 
economic laws work for them by means 
of trade agreements. And of course almost 
all trade agreements relate to price, Cop- 
per producers thought they could put the 
price of copper up and hold it there. British 
rubber producers tried “to limit exports. 
Brazil coffee producers tried to limit ex- 
ports with their valorization scheme. Pro- 
ducers have found they can fix prices, but 
they do not seem to have yet learned how 
to fix production. 
fixing scheme collapses and the last state 
of that industry is worse than the first. 
Another cause of the depression was stock 
market speculation—not the market crash 
as many erroneously suppose. Stock market 
speculation produced a powerful effect on 
credit. Some economists object to the 
theory that the market took credit away 
from productive business, insisting that 
money thus used is still available for in- 
dustry if wanted. What they overlook is 
that excessive stock market use of credit 
affects ‘the rate of money and finally boosts 
it so high that it is no longer available to 
certain industries. Thus the market orgy 
crippled building in this country. 3 
This in turn was made possible by the 
system of brokers’ loans which came into 
vogue lately. Wall street ceased to depend 
wholly on the banks for funds. Several 
billions of dollars were borrowed directly 
from large corporations and large individual 
lenders under conditions Which removed any 


control of the banks over those funds. This. 


created an immense banking interest en- 
tirely outside the control either of the Fed- 
eral Reserve aystem or any responsible

field Stratford, recently noted 
here, would do well to supplement 
that fine experience by reading the 
fiarles and letters of Mary Glad- 
“Unne (later Mrs. Drew), daughter 
“ the famous British statesman. 
Surely the Gladstone family may 
be regarded as typically Victorian, 
and here we have an intimate daily 
record of the doings and attitudes 
of the Gladstones and their large 
number of friends and acquaint- 
ances from 1870 onward. The 
record covers the four premierships 
of the writer’s father, and, save 
for a gap of seven years following 
the death of-her husband in 1904, 
Mrs. Drew has continued the story 
to the present day. 

At 15 years of age and continu- 
ously thereafter until the “Grand 
Old Man's” death, Mary Gladstone 
enjoyed the intimate confidences of 
her father and acted for years as 
his unofficial secretary. She seems 
to have known everything that was 
going on in the realm of British 
and world politics, and, being not 
only her father’s daughter but a 
brilliant woman as well, she knew 
everybody who was anybody at all 
in the England of her day. Glad- 
stone himself stands out in a clear 
light as a fully rounded personali- 
ty, and since the record was made 
by an exceptionally well-informed 
and shrewd observer, with no 
thought of its ever being printed, 
the living portrait that emerges is 
peculiarly convincing. Among the 
great literary men of the age, the 
writer was apparently most inti- 
mately acquainted with Tennyson, 
nnd there are some delightful 
pages devoted to her various visits 
with the Tennysons at Farringford. 
lier friends and acquaintances in- 
cluded Browning, Ruskin, Burne- 
Jones, Reaconsfield, Lord Balfour, 
Queen Victoria, Edward VII, Lord 
Roseberry, George Eliot, John 
Bright, Lord Acton, Joachim, El- 
len Terry and a great many other 
famous people; and intimate views 
of all these are given in the diaries. 

One who may approach this vol- 
ume with the fashionable anti-Vic- 
torian. prejudice of our moment is 
sure to be greatly surprised by what 
will be found. Mary Gladstone was 
certainly a Victorian woman, cher- 
ishing all the ideals characteristic 
of the age, and yet somehow the 
“orunes and prisms” note is utterly 
lacking in this record, The lady 
even mentions her “legs” in @ per- 
fectly natural manner, and though 
she was evidently religious, marry- 
ing a country minister when she 
could have done much better s0- 
cially, there is néwhere any fanati- 
cal attitude to be observed. In 
fact, one searches the record in 
vain for symptoms of ‘“Victorian- 
ism” in the reprehensible sense, 
and what one finds is a peculiarly 
sane. humanly good and wise per-.

Jefferson. 

‘We are impressed not only by 
your natural resources, but by the 
intelligence and ability you have 
employed in making the best of 
those vast resources,” said Edmond 
Lorieux, French Inspector-General 
of Roads and Bridges, in an ad- 
dress at the dinner. 

“We congratulate you on the 
foresight of your city planners in 
building for the future and antici- 
pating growth of population. 

“In the rural districts we find 
the same intelligence has been em- 
ployed in constructing your high- 
ways.

INDIAN FIGHTER, DES 


Saw Active Service in Four 
Campaigns, Including 
World War.

“ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Oct. 23. 
—Col,. Benjamin Harrison Cheever, 
retired, who received the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor in the In- 
dian wars, died last night at his 
home here. He was 80 years old 
and had been ill for several years. 

Col. Cheever, who was born in 
Washington June 7, 1850, is sur- 
vived by his widow, the former 
Cora Chapman, Chicago, and one 
daughter, Mrs, Stewart ©. Maxoey, 
Jacksonville, Fla. The funeral, full 
military honors attending, will be 
held at Arlington National Ceme- 
tery, tomorrow. ‘ 

Col. Cheever saw active service 
in the Indian wars, the Philippine 
insurrection, Spanish - American 
and World Wars. He voluntarily 
retired after 84 years of service 
following the World War. 

Appointed With Pershing. 

Appointed with Lieut. John J. 
Pershing, Col. Cheever came to be 
known as one of the foremost 
horsemen in the military s»rvice 
of his country. He was graduated 
with high honors from the cavalry 
and infantry school at Fort Leav- 
enworth and his troop, E of the 
Sixth Cavalry, was ordered to New 
York in 1898 for an exhibition 
drill in Madison Square Garden. 

Col. Cheever received the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor for 
service at Wounded Knee Creek, 
near White River, 8. D. A First 
Lieutenant in Troop K of the Sixth 
with 6563 men, Cheever was escort- 
ing a supply train to camp. Sud- 
denly 400 Indians attacked. Or- 
dering his first 20 men to advance 
with him, Cheever’s command was 
not heard, a heavy gale blowing. 
The thermometer registered 20 de- 
grees below zero. — 

After advancing a mile at full 
gallop a line of skirmishers was or- 
dered. Cheever then found he had 
only 13 men. Ordering his meén 
forward again, he put spurs to his 
horse, swam the freezing river, at- 
tacked and routed the Indians on a 
bluff. With his clothing frozen 
stiff, he returned to camp. 

Under Gen. Fitzhugh Lee. 

At the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American war. Col. Cheever was 
with the Seventh Army Corps under 
Gen. Fitzhugh Lee. He embarked 
from Savannah, Ga., as Major and 
Inspector-General of the Second Di- 
vision. 

During the Philippine insurrec- 
tion. Col. Cheever was stationed at 
Balayan, Island of Luzon. Here he 
saw two years of guerilla warfare. 
Previously he had seen service in 
the Pullman strike riots in Chicago 
and during the World War most of 
his service was in Savannah, in 
charge of recruiting. 

His first post was Fort Grant, 
Ariz., a journey of 6000 miles being 
necessary because of lack of facill- 
ties. It was in this section that he 
saw service against the Apaches 
and Sioux. In addition to the Con- 
gressional Medal, Col. Cheever held 
medals of merit and campaign 
medals from all over the world.

party has been thrown in favor of 
Jewish protests against the Labor 
Government’s statement of its Pal- 
estine policy in a letter to the 
Times. The letter is signed by 
former Premier Stanley Baldwin, 
former Foreign Secretary Austen 
Chamberlain and former Colonial 
Secretary L. C. M: 8. Amery. 

This pronouncement must grave- 
ly embarrass the present cabinet 
and it indicates a probable change 
in British policy in the event of a 
Tory victory in the imminent gen- 
eral election. The letter says: 

“We are profoundly conscious of 
the two-fold obligation towards the 
Arabs as well as the Jews which 
was embodied in the mandate and 
has provided the basis of the poli- 
cy since pursued by evwery British 
Government in turn. 

“What we regret is that His 
Majesty’s government would ap- 
pear now to have abandoned that 
Weizmann’s proposals’ they have 
discouraged the effort of Jewish 
leaders to promote the good feeling 
which the government themselves 
postulate as a necessary condition 
of the settlement, of Palestinian 
problems. 

“Without giving either Jewish 
or Arab opinion an opportunity to 
express itself or allowing the voice 
of Parliament to be heard, they 
have laid down a policy of so 
definitely negative a character 
that it appears to us to conflict not 
only with the insistence of the 
Council of the League of Nations 
that it would be contrary to the 
intention of the mandate if the 
Jewish’ national home were crystal- 
lized at its present stage of de- 
velopment, but with the whole 
spirit of the Balfour declaration 
and of the statements made by 
successive governments in the last 
12 years. 

“It is only too evident that the 
effect of the White Paper upon 


public opinion in American Jewry 
and elsewhere is to create a feel- 
ing of distrust in that British good 
faith which is the most precious 
asset of our foreign imperial pol- 
icy.”

An Odd Price. 


HIS odd price resulted in a lot 
To: skepticism. Critics reasoned 

that a star minor leaguer 
might be sold for $95,000, $100,000 
$105,000 or $110,000 but they could 
not conceive that such a large deal 
that the buyer and seller would be 
haggling over a pitiful $600 at the 
end of a $100,000 transaction.

ERS. Not even a bat boy! 

How the $600 was tacked on at 
the end of the purchase price is 
a story. 

Dunn and I had agreed on $100,- 
000 and I was beginning to draw 
up papers when the Baltimore man 
interrupted me, 

“Wait a minute, Connie,” he 
piped in his thin voice, excitedly, 
“I’ve overlooked a bet.”

“CONTRIBUTION” 
BETTING SYSTEM 
HELD ILLEGAL 


By the Assoclated Press. 

COLUMBUS, O., Oct, 23.— The 
contribution system of wagering at 
many Ohio horse and dog tracks 
was held to be gambling by the 
State Supreme Court yesterday. 

The decision was rendered in a 
test case coming up from Summit 
County in which the lower courts 
had convicted Edward Ingels on a 
charge of conducting a game of 
chance in connection with the op- 
eration of a dog race track there 
last summer. Ingels was fined $10@ 
and costs, but the fine had been 
suspended by the court inasmuch 
as it was a test case. 

The State Supreme Court yester- 
day refused to consider! the case 
on its merits, merely overruling a 
motion of Ingels for a review.

He quoted a former director of 
prohibition as saying that it would 
cost the Federal Government $300,- 
000,000 a year for proper enforce- 
ment. Prior to 1919, the Sénator 
said, $483,000,000 was the annual 
amount collected from taxes on al- 
coholic liquors. 

Multiplied by 10 and added to 
the cost of prohibition enforcement, 
the cost to the taxpayer was as- 
certained, the speaker stated, add- 
ing that an increase in the income 
tax was necessary to replace the 
revenue from liquor taxes. . 

“Suppose we forget the cost of 
this failure and think of the hu- 
man side,” he continued. “Sixty- 
nine prohibition agents and 170 
civilians, a total of 239, have been 
killed in connection with Federal 
enforcement. To these fatalities, 
all all those wounded, those who 
have been made blind by 
poisoned alcohol and those slain 
or wounded by municipal and 
state officers, and you have the 
enormous cost of life in defending 
the Volstead act, beside the army 
of men and women placed in our 
prisons for a new class of crime, 
created, not by morals, but by a 
new law. 

“Whenever the President of the 
United States takes a decided po- 
sition in this matter; when he rec- 
ommends a sensible, sane modifi- 
cation of the Volstead act, it will be 
done and it can be done quickly. 
One session of Congress could 
bring it about, provided the Presi- 
dent can be persuaded to lead.” 

Asked how he wished to amend 
the Volstead act, Senator Hawes 
replied that Congress might set the 
percentage of alcoholic content at 
any figure it pleased. 

He said that if the perccntage 
defined by Congress as nonintoxti- 
cating was challenged it would be | 
a matter for decision by the Snu- 
preme court on the basis of fact. | 
He declined to state his opinion as | 
to what the percentage should be. 

Congress, he added, micht leave 
the eighteenth amendment without

However, They Must Be Willing to 
Join National Marketing 
Association. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Assur- 
ance was given yesterday by Chaifr- 
man Legge that the Federal Farm 
Board was prepared to give finan- 
cial and other aid to any livestock 
co-operative willing to affiliate 
with the National Livestock Mar- 
keting Association. 

This was asserted by Legge in 
commenting on a charge by J. &. 
Montgomery of St. Paul, Minn., 
that the board had discriminated 
against the Farmers’ Livestock 
Marketing Association by rejecting 
an application for a loan. Mont- 
gomery is geriecral manager of the 
organization. 

Legge said the loans to live- 
stock co-operatives would be made 
through the National Livestock 
Marketing Association in an effort 
to “build up a unified co-operative 
control in selling livestock.” 

Both livestock and grain produc- 
ers, the chairman added, would be 
served better “if in the different 
states or regions each commodity 
had only one member co-operative 
in the National Co-operative Sales 
Agency.” 

Legge said every grain co-opera- 
tive using Government funds was 
affiliated with the Farmers’ Na- 


tional Grain Corporation.

Chamber of Commerce In- 
dorses Excess Condemnation 
After Lawyers’ Report. 


A committee of Kansas Cit - 
yers, acting in behalf of on sl 
sas City Chamber of Commerce 
has made a favorable report upon 
Proposition 6, the proposed consti- 
tutiona] amendment to provide for 
rs a marginal condemnation 

nh connectio 
improvements. oe 

The Kansas City law 
Northy Ludwick Graves oe tan 
uel A. Dew, reported their find- 
ings to the board of directors of 
the Chamber of Commerce there. 
The Kansas City Chamber sent the 
lawyers’ re~ort to Luther Bly 
Smith, St. Louis attorney, who is 
chairman of the Citizen's Commit- 
tee Favoring Proposition 6. The 
Secretary of the Kansas City 
Chamber of Commerce, in-a letter 
to Smith, «-:- “hat t*- 4t=actors of 
the Chamber had voted 15 to 1 to 
app-ove the amendment, with six 
members rot voting. 

"The purpose of the amendment 
is to permit the City of St. Louis, 
and other municipalities and coun- 
ties in Missouri, in condemning 
land for public improvements, to 
condemn adjacent iand not re- 
quired for the improvement, and 
to sell this adjacent land at the in- 
creased prices created by the im: 
provement, thus helping to defray 
the cost of the work. 

Opinion of Lawyers. 

The opinion of the Kansas City 
lawyers deals with legal objections 
which have been rawed to the pro- 
posed amendment. They say that 
the amendment would be constitu- 
tional and self-enforcing, and 
would not require passage of an 
enabling act by the Legislature. 
The committee says: 

“City condemnation thereunder 
would be carried out under the va- 
rious charters and ordinances of 
the respective cities as the same 
are now carried out, with such 
changes as the city may from time 
to time put into effect, and the 
sales and leases authorized would 
likewise be governed by ordinances 
as they mgy now or hereafter pro- 
vide.” 

The Kansas City committee says 
that about one-third the states of 
the Union Have constitutional pro- 
visions similar in substance and 
purpose to Proposition 6. The 
committee discusses the proposal 
in the light of Federal Court de- 
cisions. 


“Close examination of the pro- | 


posed amendment,” the commit- 
tee says, ‘‘will disclose that by its 
provisions, land may be condemned 
or acquired for ‘establishing, lay- 
ing out, widening, enlarging, ex- 
tending and maintaining memo- 
rial grounds, streets, squares, park- 
ways, playgrounds, sites for public 
buildings, and reservations in and 
about, and along, and leading to 
any or all of the same, ‘limiting 
the same to 150 feet and some- 
times 200 feet from the boundary 
of such improvement. 

“It is believed there is nothing 
in the words quoted that author- 
izes any other than the public use 
already enjoyed, or permits an in- 
fringement on private right under 
the Fourteenth Amendment to ‘the 
Constitution of the United States. 

Public Interest Is Guide. 

“Having lawfully acquired such 
lands, the act avfthorizes the con- 
demnor to dispose of such as may 
be left in its hands, with such. re- 
strictions placed thereon as to use 
and occupation as to subserve the 
public interest in the improve- 
ments for which the lands were 
acquired. The committce has 
found no authority holding that 
this renders the act unconstitu- 
tional, On the contrary, it has 
been held that this feature does 
not make the use any the less a 
public one. Even though the re- 
strictions placed on excess land 
sold or leased are only such as 
tend to beautify and adorn the im- 
provement, they do not affect the 
validity of the proceedings, as the 
excess land can be acquired.in the 
first instance to obtain light and 
air, and to beautify and adorn the 
improvement.” 

The committee discusses the de- 
cision of a Federal Court, denying 
the City of Cincinnat! the right to 
take a 25-foot strip of land ad- 
joining an improvement. The 
court found that this strip was not 
needed for beautifying or pro- 
tecting the main improvement, and 
concluded that the only purpose 
was recoupment, or resale at a 
profit for the benefit of the im- 
provement. The decision was; rati- 


fied by the United States Supreme | 


Court, but on the ground that the 
ordinance for the Cincinnati im- 
provement should have declared 
the use to be made of the strip.

George Generosa, tackle, and 
Frank Walsh, Charles Robinson 
and John Hofsess, halfbacks. 

Tixlee said the five players 
refused to play in any more 
games unless they were paid. 
This was not only emphatical- 
ly refused, he said, but the 
players were ‘barred from all 
athletic activities and may be 
suspended from the university. 

Dr. Cloyd H. Marvin, presi- 
dent of George Washington, was 
firm in supporting Pixlee’s ac- 
tion. 

‘Director Pixlee is right in his 
decision,”” he _ said. “George 
Washington would rather have 
no football team than one 
where the players were receiv- 
ing money to represent the in- 
stitution.”

KANSAS CITY, Oct. 23.—Three 
of the six schools in the Big Six 


Conference were engulfed in 
charges and counter-charges of 
subsidization and proselyting of 
athletcs as the conference faculty 
council gathered in Columbia to- 
day to investigate the alleged vio- 
lations of the rules. 

James A. (Jim) Bausch, peren- 
nial subject of investigation since 
he left the University of Wichita 
to attend the University of Kansas, 
issued a statement saying Dr. H. J. 
Huff, track coach at the Universi- 
ty of Missouri, indirectly had 
offered him “a monthly salary 
which was to be bigger than the 
$75 per month FE was earning in 
Lawrence” and other inducements 
to attend the University of Mis- 
souri. 

Kansas Aggie on Payroll. 

Almost simultaneously, William 
H., Meissinger, backfield ace for 
the Kansas Aggies, admitted in 2 
conference with Dr. H. H. King.

(Bill) Hargiss, Jayhawker football 
mentor, of violating the conference 
rules in allegedly recruiting Phii 
Borello of Kansas City, freshman 
halfback at Kansas.

Zumwalt asserts in the letter

Section VI, Clause 9—The 
total number of complimentary 
tickets, exclusive of pré’s tick- 
ets, shall be limited to*1 per- 
centum of the seating capacity 
of the hall or auditorium 
where the exhibition or match 
is held: Provided, however, 
that the commission may, 
when conditions warrant, 
grant permission to issue more 
complimentary tickets than 
herein provided, up to 2 per- 
centum of the auditorium, 
and the State tax will be col- 
lected for the maximum price 
charged for admission for the 
contest for all complimentary 
tickets in excess.

Rosenbloom not only retained his 
lightheavyweight championship of 
the world in Madison Square Gar- 
den ldst night, but in doing so, in- 
credible as it may seem, he scored 
a knockout over Abie Bain of New- 
ark. Of course, it wasn’t a real 
knockout, for the referee, Lou 
Magnolia, helped Maxie to get this 
knockout on his record by stopping 
the bout after 1 minute and 47 sec- 
onds in the eleventh round. 

Abie was plenty strong when the 
end came, but he was bleeding pro- 
fusely from a wicked looking cut 
over the left eye, the gore painting 
his face such a gruesome hue that 
Magnolia feared the optic might be 
permanently injured if the thing 
was allowed to proceed. The tech- 
nical knockout was greeted by a 
chorus of boos by the 4400 fans. 
Rosenbloom weighed 174% pounds, 
Bain 171%. The gate receipts to- 
talled only $12,000. 

It was probably the smallest 
crowd ever to attend a world’s 
championship battle in Madison 
Square Garden. The select few 
who attended certainly got’ their 
money’s worth in the first three 
bouts alone. 

The title bout was rather tire- 
some after the first few rounds be- 
cause it developed into a monoton- 
ous sparring bee with Rosenbloom 
doing the sparring. 

Bain was terribly upset at the 
result and he begged Magnolia to 
permit him to continue. After ex- 
amining the eye, Lou refused to do 
this. Bain jumped angrily from 
the ring and rushed to his dress- 
ing room, after he had called into 
the microphone that he was strong 
and thought he would win if the 
bout had been allowed to proceed 
to a finish. 

Magnolia’s action was a relief to 
the fans anyway, who were begin- 
ning to walk out at this stage of the 
bout.

HIS odd price resulted in a lot 

of skepticism. Critics reasoned

D, C. Just $100,600 in good Unit- 
ed States specie, no more, no less, 
no trading stamps and NO PLAY- 
ERS. Not even a bat boy! 

How the $600 was tacked on at 
the end of the purchase price is 
a story. 

Dunn and I had agreed on $100,- 
000 and I was beginning to draw 
up papers when the Baltimore mau 
interrupted me.

McBride appears to be under the 
further disadvantage of having two 
of its outstanding stars, Capt.,:Con- 
lon and Buffe, both flashy backs, 
on the sidelines.
